The Fourth Regiment of the Uhinese Cojianunist Second Air Division, equipped , 
with lA-11 penetration fighters, ma scheduled to move from the Korean 
border airfield of Fengoheng to Shanghai on 14 December. The fact that 28 
IA-11*8 moved to Fengohong on ZZ October, nrhile only 19 are now eoheduled 
to leave, indicates this regiment's losses. (SUEDE Air Force Roundup 259, 
2110Z, 13 Deo 51) 

Coffltaenti The move of a fighter division to Shanghai is apparently a 
defense measure, since for several months about 1,300 miles of coastline 
between Canton and Tsingtao have been irithout known fighter protection. 

The Chinese Coimmmists have also alerted observation stations in the 
East China ooastal area for Amerioan and Chinese Nationalist action 
expanding the Korean conflict on or about. Christmas Day. 


Chinese ground attqiok aircraft transferred to Korean border t 
She, uhinese Communist Eleventh Air Division, equipped with IL-IO ground 
attack airoraft, was scheduled to move to Fengohsng (near the Korean border) 
on 13 December* The reporting field unit oomments that the Eleventh 
Division was recently noted carrying out intensive ground attack training 
with live ammunition, and that this move will aue^ent the Chinese 
Communists' immediate capability for close support.

^Comment t Thirty-two IL-lO's of the Eleventh Air Division moved from 
the M'anking area to central Manchuria in late October. It is unlikely 
that these alow, oonvontional aircraft of limited range would be committed 
in any area in which the Communists did not possess a degree of air 
superiority.

Recent masaagfls on both the (SIkinese dommunist and North Kerean air nets 
reveal that Tunhwa airfield in eaat Manchuria ia on operational atatua* 
Aotlirlty at this airfield was provloualy noted on the North Korean Air 
Force net some months ago, so that North Korean air training may have 
boon in progress at this field for some time. (SUEDE Air Force fioundup

The message further suggests that this unit is 
oharged Ydth providing the Communist security forces for the cease- 
fire conference cone* (SUEDE AS CM IK 60496, 13 Deo 51 ) 

Comment t The continued training program of this particular unit 
could imply that (a) the cease-fire oonferenoe is expected to continue 
through January and (b) no major change in the combat situation is 
expeoted during this period* 

The North Korean 82nd Regiment or elements thereof, nonaally 
aubordltiate to the 8th BiTiaion, I Corps, remained in the oonferenoe 
sone area, possibly attached to the Chinese Communist 65th Amy, when 
the balance of the North Korean X Corps moved to the east coast. 
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
